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Choosing the Herd-Sire 


By A. W. PETERSEN 


ORE ink has been spread over paper on the subject 
M of selecting the herdsire than on any other problem 

with which the breeder of purebred cattle is con- 
fronted. The fact that the subject takes first rank in 
conversation coming out of any chance meeting or con- 
ference of breeders indicates the question is still the 
most vital one. A compilation of comments indicates 
there is still great confusion in what logic to follow. 
The following material is prepared 
and presented after many years of 
clase contact and study with leading 
breeders from every section of the 
continent. In the sincere belief that 
none are more qualified than these 
master breeders to speak on the sub- 
ject, every attempt has been made to 
bring the subject matter and ex- 
pressed opinions to a point of con- 
formity with the best practice and 
thought of the group. On the points 
that are in any way controversial, 
the majority opinion prevails. 

Aside from the matter of breed 
and bloodlines, which should have 
been pre-decided on the basis of per- 
sonal preference, there are two 
choices to be made before making se- 
lection of the individual animal. The 
first is whether you will line-breed 
or out-cross. The second is whether 
you will select a proved sire or an 
untried bull. The briefs presented 
in favor of the proved sire are of 
such long standing and so thorough- 
ly known they will not suffer for 
want of presentment here. In brief, 
a Proved Sire is one that has demon- 
strated, by the performance and con- 
tour of his offspring, an ability to 
work for improvement on the blood- 
line and in the particular herd in 
which he has seen service. Any difference of opinion as 
to what constitutes a proved sire is represented in the 
restrictions in the underscored line in the above sen- 
tence: the pure theorist refusing to accept the restric- 
tions. 

After a’l these years the theorist still insists that only 
through the use of proved bulls will it be possible to 
make certain and sustained progress in breeding. It is 
entirely possible that he is wholly right, but before 
Utopia is reached in the selection of bulls by this method, 
and a definite march started in that direction by any 
mass of breeders, there are a number of problems which 
must be solved. One of the most important of these 
Problems, and the only one which will be discussed in 
this paper, is centered in the question—will the blood 
of the selected proved sire blend with that of the herd? 
The phenomenon of blending is paraphrased in other 
terms which include ‘‘warm-bloodedness” and ‘nicking’, 
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and is dignified as supremely important by leading breed- 
ers. It is in the understanding of this well screened 
secret of nature that most of our leading cattle breeders 
excel over their contemporaries. There are many in- 
stances of having hit on a fortunate cross in breeding, 
but in those herds where exceptional results are had 
through several generations, we may assume the person 
directing the breeding program had something in addi- 
tion to unusual reasoning powers, 
that for want of a name we may call 
“intuitive breeding sense’, As in- 
dicated in the choice of words, the 
term denotes an ability to sense the 
result of matings. Those breeders 
who have proved to have true in- 
tuitive breeding sense give the ‘‘nick- 
ing’’ factor primal rating of, the 
things to be considered in selection 
of a herd-sire, whether the animal be 
tried or untried. It is on this point 
that the intuitive breeder and the 
pure theorist differ most widely on 
the subject of proved sires; the lat- 
ter disregarding the nicking factor, 
or giving it minor rating. 


For a case in point, we have for 
study the breeding life of one of the 
great sires of the Holstein breed. He 
is long since dead, but close students 
of Holstein performance will readily 
distinguish him from this recital of 
facts. This bull, purchased as a calf 
at a long price by a great breeding 
establishment, had everything to rec- 
ommend him as a sire, except that 
his breeding represented a distinct 
out-cross in every possible mating 
in the herd. During the three years 
he remained in service in that great 
herd he sired such a non-descript and 
under-average lot of cattle, the de- 
cision was made to dispose of him to the butcher. There 
was and is no possible answer to the failure, except one 
—that his blood did not blend with that of the herd. 

Had this bull gone to slaughter, the student of breed- 
ing would have missed out on a great example case; 
one of the greatest reversals in form in the history of 
breeding. The local shipper had opportunity to sell the 
bull to another breeder for more than the butcher price, 
and did so. In his second stand as a sire, working on a 
comparatively small herd, in no way related to the herd 
in which he first saw service, this same bull in six short 
years established himself as an excellent sire of produc- 
tion and became the leading sire of All-American show 
animals, a distinction he held for several years in the 
earlier history of the All-American selections. 

Working on a herd of great cows he was a complete 
failure. Working on a smaller group, with less impos- 
ing blood-lines, he became one of the great sires of the 
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breed. These paradoxical statements of fact concerning 
results developed through use of a single animal, can 
be reconciled only by acceptance of the nicking factor 
as the determinator. In the light of his ultimate success 
(incidentally, he proved himself in still a third herd), 
it would be inane to charge his initial failure to the 
fact he was not a proved sire. As proof, let us transpose 
the action. Presume this sire had first been used in the 
small herd where he got such outstanding results. Sup- 
pose he had then been sold, as a proved bull, to the 
same great herd in which he had originally failed as an 
untried bull. Without any question he would have 
failed in the same measure and for the same reason, 
the inability to nick with the bloodlines in that herd. 


Now, don’t someone in the back row stand up and 
say that if the great breeder had kept the offspring they 
may have proved out in time. The best of them were 
kept, to the end of their lives, and not one of them ever 
rose above mediocrity. The large herd is still in ex- 
istence and is one of the best in the land, but from it 
all trace of the blood of this bull has vanished with the 
years. 

The intuitive breeder has the rare faculty of being 
able to visualize the result of crossing unrelated families. 
In this practice he has advantage of the vigor that seems 
to develop from out-crossing, but he is always at the 
danger line of having too large a gap to close between 
the types. For that reason he instinctively looks for 
similar type, possibly for like blood far back in the 
pedigrees. If the term is permissible, one might say he 
is “‘line-breeding to type’, while working an outcross in 
bloodlines. When they have hit on a successful combin- 
ation most intuitive breeders see fit to line-breed for 
several generations, before again turning to an out-cross. 
Occasionally a man so gifted chooses to use the vigor 
in out-crossing constantly, without line-breeding any of 
his creations. There is one such within the Holstein 
breeders ranks, and his unbroken line of successes over 
a period of more than twenty-five years, working with 
two entirely unrelated herds in the middle-west and 
east, is an outstanding example of true intuitive breed- 
ing sense. 


There seems to be no endeavor of man where the ego 
comes more to the front than in animal breeding. Be 
he rith man, poor man, the mail-man retired to a patch 
of land, or the man of science gone ‘rural’, he has 
formulated some ideas for working improvement through 
breeding. Frequently he insists on carrying those ideas 
to conclusion, time and funds permitting. The practice 
has the advantage of adding to the fund of knowledge 
on the subject, for the most part giving the answers in 
the negative, and proving the fallacy in every short-cut 
or unorthodox method of arriving at the goal. The 
practice has the added advantage of occasionally uncov- 
ering another with the intuitive breeding sense. 


Anyone equipped with sufficient patience and under- 
standing, having a really good lot of cattle to work 
with, may become a master breeder, and there is no 
law against trying. If your plans include an attempt to 
create something new through the practice of out-cross- 
ing, experience has demonstrated that you might best 
write one restriction into the program. Pick your bull, 
tried or untried, from a family having the same general 
characteristics prevailing in your own herd. Even the 
master-breeder is confounded with the dual problem of 
blending unrelated bloodlines and closing the gap be- 
tween different types, all in the same mating. 


For the average breeder, not so gifted or less in- 
clined to gamble with results, there seems to be no better 
or safer plan than to follow in the trail of one of the 
exceptional breeders, using a succession of bulls from 
the master breeder’s herd. Fortunately, it is much 
easier to single out the work of the master breeder than 
it is to become one. In determining with which of these 
breeders you wish to carry on negotiations, you will 
doubtless be guided by personal preference for certain 
bloodlines. Since it is not the privilege of the average 
breeder to travel widely, you may choose to write those 
breeders having the desired bloodlines. Many breeders 
write into their advertising copy, ‘‘write us your needs’’, 
or “let us help you with your breeding program’’. This 
is, in most cases, a sincere attempt to be of service to 
anyone seeing fit to respond. Most breeders will willing- 
ly correspond. If you have given a true picture of 
your herd and what is needed, the reply and recom- 
mendation will be of value to you; much the same as 
would be the case if the noted breeder had visited your 
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herd before giving his opinion. When you have decided 
with which breeder you wish to deal, it will be greatly 
to your advantage to visit his herd and make selection 
personally, if you can so arrange. 


While. many failures in breeding are attributable to 
faulty reasoning in selection of. herd-sires, by far the 
greatest number of disappointments develop from choos- 
ing a herd-sire entirely on a basis of low price. Certainly, 
one cannot expect to breed good cows without using 
good bulls. To secure a bull having the elements of 
greatness one must go to a breeder who has created 
something of great value and is entitled to a just re- 
ward. To argue otherwise is to defeat the idea that you, 
yourself, desire to progress and profit in the breeding 
of cattle. 


In order to establish a basis of reasoning on the 
value of herd-sires, let us presume you are mapping out 
a program for the next twelve years, and that it is vour 
intention to change sires every three years. If you will 
resort to simple mathematics you will conclude as fol- 
lows: after three years, the heifers in your herd will 
carry 50% the blood of the first sire; when six years 
have passed, the percentage will have mounted to 75% 
of the first two bulls; after nine years, your females 
will carry 8744% the blood of three herd-sires; and 
when the twelve-year mark is reached, you will be at a 
point in development of the herd where 933%% of your 
bloodline will have come from the four bulls that have 
stood in service in the herd. In twelve short years you 
will have erased or greatly dimmed the characteristics 
of the original herd, since you will have supplanted all 
but 64%,% of their blood with that of the four herd- 
sires. If you know that what you have at present is to 
be definitely changed for good or bad, for gain or loss, 
to the extent of 93%%, in the next twelve years, there 
surely can be no argument presented against making the 
principal investment in the herd at the only point where 
the matter is in any way controllable, the herd-sires. 


On every hand the opinion is expressed that the 
pure-bred cattle industry is starting on what promises 
to be the most suStained wave of popularity with which 
it has ever been favored. Yet, the late depression has 
left at least one glaring error in reasoning. This has 
to do with the value of a bull good enough to stand in 
service in a good herd. Far too many good breeders are 
trying to secure herd-sires at depression prices, in many 
cases limiting their outlay to a figure even less than 
they would ask for a single female from their home-bred 
herds. A bull standing in service in a herd of twenty 
cows has twenty times the influence of any single cow 
in determining the future of the herd. Fortunately, 
it has never been necessary to pay in accordance with 
this influence and never will be, but a herd-sire good 
enough to work for certain improvement is worth as 
much as the two best cows in any herd where he is to 
stand in service. 


In planning for the future of your herd, remember 
that the ‘‘percentage’”’ is in the herd-sire. On your de- 
cisions along this line rests the future of your herd, and 
the profit and pleasure you may derive from it. Study 
deeply and choose well, bearing in mind that only by 
using great sires can you have great cows.

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Studies at the University of Vermont 


Talk given at New England Holstein Picnic, August 
14, 1937, by Dr. H. B. Ellenberger 

és HE question of how to produce cattle and milk 

I more efficiently and cheaply must always receive 

a great deal of consideration. Nature and the cow 

herself give perhaps the best answer to this question. 

If the cow is provided with comfort, abundant feed and 

cheap feed of the proper character, she will produce most 

efficiently within the limits of her capacity. « Neither 

cheap feed nor abundant feed necessarily means heavy 
grain feeding. 


During the ten years that the Vermont Station herd 
has been under the supervision of the Department of 
Animal and Dairy Husbandry a creditable production 
has been maintained, an average of 438 pounds of fat 
on herd tests for the past eight years. We have been 
fortunate in the selection of bulls thus far but we real- 
ize that the history of many high producing herds has 
shown that a poor bull or two, even though they have 
good looking pedigrees, may undo all that has been 
gained during a period of years. I believe herd test 
records should be more general. The dairy herd im- 
provement association program for recording complete 
records on all cows on test is a big step in the right 
direction and it is worth while for breed associations 
to begin thinking about the advisability of requiring 
records—complete records—on all registered females in 
the interest of real progress and breed improvement 
and if purebred herds are to successfully qualify as 


sources of bulls for other good producing purebred or 
grade herds. 


Long time mineral balance trials at this station have 
shown the fallacy of including mineral supplements in 
all dairy rations for many, in fact, most herds, other- 
wise well fed and cared for do not need such mineral 
supplements. A ration of alfalfa hay fed with little 
grain or corn consisting mainly of corn and oats may be 
somewhat lacking in phosphorus, in which case the 
feeding of bonemeal is justified. There are a few such 
cases in the Northeastern States, though they are more 
common in the Middle West. *A ration consisting of 
timothy or grass hay, or a very light allowance of hay 
plus a grain ration containing a relatively large propor- 
tion of high protein feeds may possibly be a little low 
in calcium in which case finely ground limestone may be 
fed. It is usually cheaper and better practice to offer 
the bonemeal or the ground limestone with salt at the 
will of the animal rather than to include it with the 
grain mixture. Minerals other than common salt are 
rarely called for by average producing herds that are 
reasonably well fed otherwise. 


Four feeding trials during two winters have shown 
that cows which have the capacity to produce three to 
four hundred pounds of fat per year will do just as 
well if fed dry roughage of good quality as when fed 
hay plus succulent silage provided, of course, that they 
have free access to water in drinking cups. The question 
of whether to grow and store silage or not may be an- 
swered by giving careful consideration to the cost of 
total digestible nutrients in the silage as compared to 
those in good quality hay. Available data indicates that 
on the average for the country over, nutrients in hay 
costly only about two-thirds as much as they do in silage. 
Records for two years here at the University Farm indi- 
cate that under our conditions nutrients in hay cost 
only about 60% as much as they do in corn silage. 

Our feeding trials have proven that artificially dried 
hay is mo e valuable than naturally cured hay due to 
increased yield, conservation of the leaves, the most val- 
uable part, and a lack of losses caused by exposure to 
the weather. Of course the cost of artificially dried hay 
is more than for naturally dried. Overhead, deprecia- 
tion, fuel, labor and land rent considered, costs of arti- 
ficially dried hay may range from $12-$16 per ton de- 
pending upon yield, location, etc. But at these figures 
the cost of equipment is still too high for small farm 
than for total digestible nutrients in silage. Total 
digestible nutrients in the good hay is $15 per ton cost 
about $1.50 per 100 lbs. and in grain at $45 per ton 
about $3.00 per 100 lbs. With grain costing $45 per ton 
hay of this quality would be worth about $30 per ton. 
If hay of this quality is fed, the grain allowance may be 
greatly reduced. Therefore, I believe that artificial dry- 
ing is becoming practical for large farm units though 


the cost of equipment is still too high for small farms. 


We are making a careful and long time study of 
methods of conserving the nutrients in roughage for 
winter feeding. The artificially dried and naturally dried 
products are being compared to grasses and legumes 
preserved in the silo without any treatment or with the 
addition of molasses or mineral acids. In this northern 
country many farmers may put up grass silage more 
cheaply than corn silage. Moreover, at the beginning of 
the hay season losses caused by unfavorable weather may 
be curtailed by putting a portion of the hay crop into 
the silo. This is more practical than artificial drying for 
the small farm although the nutrients of the silage may 
cost as much as do the nutrients in artificially dried 
uay under larger unit operations. Our trials thus far 
indicate that for best results grasses and legumes, 
should go into the silo containing approximately 65% 
water or 35% dry matter. Either grasses or legumes 
will make good silage without the addition of, molasses 
or acids if the moisture content is just right, but under 
ordinary iirm conditions it is probably a good insurance 
policy to add two to three percent of molasses to the 
green material as it goes through the cutter. This will 
aid in preserving the nutrients should the moisture con- 
tent be a little low or a little high. Thus far we are 
not favorably impressed with the acid treatment. The 
effect of quality of hay and of vitamin supplements has 
been studied during a feeding trial with 24 calves that 
have now reached 16-18 months of age. Calves fed 
alike except for the quality of hay indicate that when 
receiving good quality of hay they weigh as much at 
eight months of age as do calves on poor quality hay at 
ten months, and as much at thirteen months of age as 
calves on poor quality of hay do at sixteen months of 
age. Calves fed alike except for vitamin supplements in 
the form of cod liver oil concentrate showed little or no 
difference in the rate of growth, those fed no supplement 
having gained as fast or slightly faster than those that 
received supplement. Feed costs, including the vitamin 
supplement, per pound of grain to sixteen months of 
age, were as follows: 


Lot 1—Good Hay, no Supplement 6) 2 eee 
Lot 2—Good Hay, Plus Vitamin Supplement . 8.7c 
Lot 3—Poor Hay, no Supplement. .. . . 9.0c 
Lot 4—Poor Hay Plus Supplement. . . . 9.9c 


Developments along the lines mentioned above all ap- 
pear to point toward greater utilization of grasses for 
the production of which our New England soils and 
climate are well suited. The growing of more and better 
grass and better conservation program now under way, 
for forage losses are lessened, milk production costs may 
be decreased and soil erosion may be better controlled. 
With more and better quality roughage on farms having 
cattle of average quality, grain feeding may possibly be 
reduced one-third to one-half. Also, on a system of 
grass land farming labor costs are less. While there 
is little conclusive evidence available, many careful 
thinkers feel that such a system may well increase breed- 
ing efficiency which is a vital factor affecting the cost 
of milk production.” 
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Public Auction Sales of 1937 


5173 Head in 76 Sales Bring 


HE history of the Holstein auction sales of 1937 

makes satisfactory reading. Volume of sales in- 

creased by about 30% to highest figure since 1928; 
total sale proceeds were the highest since 1930. The 
general price average was down 4.84%. In 1936, we had 
reports of 3813 head selling in 50 sales for an average 
of $163.85. For 1937, our reports cover 76 sales in 
which 5173 head made a grand average of $155.89. The 
average for the past 15 years, covering the period from 
1923 to date, stands at 5056 head averaging $172.88. 
Volume thus is up to average for the period; prices ap- 
proaching but not quite there. 

Top sale of the year was the National Convention 
Sale in June with its average of $394.27, closely fol- 
lowed by the Royal Brentwood Sale in May which aver- 
aged $353.89. Highest individual sale was the Jos. H. 
Hill Dispersal which averaged $304.65. Altogether, 
eight sales averaged over $200, four of them being dis- 
persals, four consignments. There were seven $200 
averages in 1936. Going over the whole list we find 
23 out of 70 sales averaging above $150, compared with 
15 out of 50 in 1936, indicating a little better spread 
of satisfactory prices. 62 out of 70 sales reporting a top 
individual price had a top figure of $200 or more. In 
1936 it was 42 out of 47. Sixteen sales had a $500 top 
in 1937; six of these had tops above $1000. Six sales 
out of 76 failed to make the $100 mark for general 
average. The record was three out of 50 in 1936; 14 
out of 51 in 1935; and fourteen out of 26 in 1934. 

A new high individual price since 1930 was set when

tions. A. R. cows averaged $265.95 last year; $316.08 
in 1936. The non-record group, however, averaged 
$147.56, compared with $138.67 in 1936, indicating 
higher commercial values due to better milk prices. 
Heifers from A. R. dams averaged $190.42 compared 
with $99.81 from untested dams, both figures somewhat 
under 1936 levels. Heifers from H. I. R. and C. T. A. 
dams made a higher average than in the previous year. 
Bulls from A. R. dams at $250.84 were down about $31 
on the average, but bulls from H. I. R., C. T. A. and 
untested dams averaged enough higher to bring the bull 
situation nearly level. Comparison of prices for H. I. R. 
and C. T. A. records is interesting. On cows the differ- 
ence is negligible. 117 cows with H. I. R. records aver- 
aged $172.05, while 707 cows with C. T. A. records 
averaged $173.09. 41 cows without records of their 
own but from H. I. R. dams averaged $160.07; 228 from 
C. T. A. dams averaged $159.22. In the case of heifers 
and bulls, however, those from H. I. R. dams were 
rather significantly higher. Full details of this analysis 
with comparative 1936 figures appear in Table II and 
merit careful study.

New Year 


HE Holstein industry goes into the new year in a 

| sound, healthy condition. The public sale average 

for the year, as shown by the summary featured 

elsewhere in this issue, is down nearly 5% from 1936. 

Volume, however, was up 30%, and there is much that 
is encouraging in the record of the past year. 

The Holstein market has not experienced the reces- 
sion so pronounced in the general business picture. Dur- 
ing the fall months there has been a shortage of milk 
in many markets and milk prices have been better than 
for a number of years. Fresh cows and close springers 
have been particularly in demand. The market for Hol- 
steins has been well sustained. Many milk distributors 
have been calling for more Holstein milk, a reversal of 


the trend that existed when butterfat races were in 
progress. 


This illustrates the fundamental unsoundness of the 
set-up where dairymen are asked to shift their herds 
from one breed to another to meet the whim of dis- 
tributors which may change whenever the marketing 
and supply situation changes. The high testing breeds 
were riding high during the other situation. Holsteins 
benefit from the present trend. All breeds should now 
make a united effort to establish a milk marketing pro- 
gram that will be fair to all breeds and the consuming 
public, and which will reduce to a minimum the shift- 
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ing back and forth from one breed to another and the 
mixing of breeds in our dairy herds. That is one of the 
big jobs that must be faced. 

General expert opinion is that the present unsatis- 
factory condition of general business represents only a 
temporary recession and that 1938 will witness a broad 
resumption of the interrupted advance. We share in 
this -belief and feel that the reasoning is sound and log- 
ical. The optimism which our Holstein breeders are 
demonstrating in the future of their business will in 
itself be a definite contributing factor to general business 
improvement. Whatever the year may hold in store, it 
is our confident hope that our industry will meet every 
situation with courage and intelligence.

Out of the Past 


ELOW we show pictures of two bull calves, taken 
B many years ago. Before you read this story, take 

a look at the picture and see if you recognize them 
as two of the great show bull of the breed. 

The picture at the left is believed to be the first ever 
taken of this bull, who grew up to dominate the show 
rings of two countries. He started his sensational show 
career as a two-year-old, when he was made All-American 
representative of that class, coming back to be All-Amer- 
ican again as a three-year-old and twice All-American and 
twice Reserve as an aged bull. His Get of Sire has been 
twice All-American and twice Reserve and one of his 
daughters has been four times All-American. In addi- 
tion to these and other important show honors won by the 
bull and his descendants for several generations, his entire 
list of tested daughters, numbering 49, average 16,318 
lbs. milk, 652.4 lbs. fat, 4.00%, practically all on three- 
time milking and including all ages, as many as first calf 
heifers. 

From the above description, he will easily be rec- 
ognized as Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. For this picture, 
taken at only three months old, we are indebted to his 
breeder, Herbert LePien, Hartford, Wis., whose neighbor, 
Joe Piek, won enduring fame with this sire and then sold 
him to Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec, 
for $15,000 in public sale. 


At the right is another picture which demonstrates 
that an All-American aged bull can be a pretty toppy sort 
of calf. This picture was taken in June 1928, when the 
subject was eight months old. In 1930 this bull became 
Reserve All-American two-year-old, the next year he was 
All-American three-year-old, for three straight years he 
was All-American aged bull and the next year was Re- 
serve aged bull. For four years he was a member of the 
All-American Get and was once a member of the Reserve 
All-American Produce. 








It is hardly necessary to add that this bull is Man-O- 
War 30th, bred by Wm, Schmidt's Sons, St. Peter, Minn.; 
scold by them in the National Ormsby Sale of 1928 to Ed. 
Fofland, Menomonie, Wis.; shown by the Schmidt’s in two 
and three-year-old form and then sold to Maytag Dairy 
Farms, Newton, Iowa, whose show herds he headed for 
five campaigns with conspicious success. Now his offspring 
in the Maytag herd are just coming into prominence as 
show ring winners and producers and his sons are going 
in some of the good herds of North America. 


The Cover 


ATEST picture of a well Known cow graces our cover 
* this week. Cornell Ollie Pride first came into prom- 

inence back in 1933, when she set up a new U. S. rec- 
for senior 2-year-olds in Class B. Her records were 650.5 
lbs. fat, 17,231.1 lbs. milk in ten months; 772.1 lbs. fat, 
20,000.4 lbs. milk in a the year. That same fall, after 
completion of this record, she was shown at New York 
State Fair in the 38-year-old class, and not only won 
grand championship of the show and also at Eastern 
States Exposition, but was later declared All-American 
23-year-old of 1933. The next year, she was a dominant 
4-year-old, but Was forced to bow to Montvic Rag Apple 
Bonheur for All-American honors, being given Reserve 
position, however. As a 5-year-old, she was put back on 
test again, making 894.1 lbs. fat, 23,572.2 lbs. milk. 


This past year, Pride has been running on test again. 
She made an extended trip with the Cornell show herd, 
covering New York and New Jersey State Fairs; Eastern 
States Exposition and National Dairy Show. A _ high 
money cow all the way around the circuit, probably no 
judge ever placed her down without wondering if she 
should not go higher. She’s that kind of a cow. And 
during it all, she kept on making milk, and right now, 
since Christmas, has finished her record with 25,294.8 lbs. 
milk, 1,098.77 lbs. fat, 4.34%, these figures subject to of- 
ficial confirmation. 


Pride has been an excellent breeding cow. She has 
a son, Cornell Pride, who was retained for service at 
Cornell. His young daughters made considerable of a 
clean up at eastern shows this past season. The first of 
them are now starting in production and they promise 
much. Pride also has a daughter named Cornell Ormsby 
Esteem, who was All-American Junior Yearling in 1936. 
She is making a phenomenal record as a 2-year-old, re- 
quiring an automatic retest each month for the first 
seven to date. Her youngest son, a bull calf of very rich 
promise, is owned by a bull association in the southern 
tier of New York. It seems hardly necessary to add that 
‘Cornell Ollie Pride was bred and has spent her whole 
life in the herd at Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y. 


This new picture was made after Pride has returned 
from the 1937 show circuit, and just a few weeks before 
finishing her test. This picture bears out our observation 
regarding the splendid healthy condition in which she 
finished her test. Prof. Savage informs us that she aver- 
aged to eat only 16 lbs. a day of the regular.Cornell test 
ration, but that she did eat an average of 44 lbs. of good 
mixed hay daily and 9 lbs. of beet pulp. Her condition 
at the close of the record is quite a tribute to her meth- 
od of care and handling.

COMMENT ON TEST FEES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It seems like extreme optimism to forecast the 
volume of 1938 Holstein Association business at the 
same level as 1937. Increase of, fees for herd testing, 
and proposed increases for registration and transfer, 
would have a marked tendency to lower the volume, 
wouldn’t it? 

Two years ago a flat rate of $2.00 was charged for 
herd testing. About a year ago we had an increase to 
50c per cow. Now we have another increase to $1.00 
per cow. How are owners of herds going to take these 
rapidly increasing charges? In our case, we paid $2.00, 
two years ago. Last year we paid about ,$12.00, another 
year we wiil pay $35.00. 


lt seems like poor psychology to ask herd owners 
to absorb two such increases in such a short space of 
time. Our first thought was “Let’s quit testing. It’s 
too expensive.” Upon further thought, however, we 
saw how foolish it was to think of dropping the herd 
testing. 


When we pay our tester, board, and room him for 
a day each month, then pay our fees to Superintendent 
Norton’s office, it will cost us $4.00 per cow per year. 
Over a period of ten years this will mean a lifetime 
testing cost of $40.00 per cow, if she stays in the herd 
that long. If she doesn’t prove profitable, it is worth a 
four dollar fee to know this. The sale of one bull calf 
from a cow with good herd records will more than pay 
for a lifetime of testing expenses of the cow. In that 
period of time she might have a lot of other calves who 
would carry these same records in their pedigrees. 

It is difficult to understand how an intelligent breed- 
ing program can be carried on without some form of 
testing. We prefer the herd test over C. T. A. or A. R. 
Maybe we are biased. So despite the increase of fees, 
our herd will continue in herd testing and feel that it 
is worth the money—as the world says ‘‘a bargain.” 

However, it would also be interesting to know if 
the herd test money is used judiciously. Are the offices 
run efficiently? Do they have calculating machines, slide 
rules, etc., to juggle their figures in the shortest possible 
time? Are office techniques in harmony with modern 
business practices? If so, then what breeder can com- 
plain when he is requested to pay his own way in the 
testing program, when he gets all the benefits?

CHECKING MILK COMPANY TESTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It seems to me that something might be done for 
your valuable publication toward constructive action in 
protecting the dairyman against “‘gyping”’ on the part of 
the large dairy companies in the matter of testing. 

I don’t know how much is handled in New York State, 
but here in Michigan we ship to the dairy, accept the 
dairy’s weight and test. It seems to me that the dairy- 
man should be protected by having an official at the com- 
pany dairy’s plant who would supervise the testing of the 
producers’ milk. 

It seems an almost incredible situation. We have a 
big dairy company, national in its scope, yet without a 
producing cow of its own. And yet, the men who produce 
the milk, are absolutely at its mercy, if we are to con- 
tinue in business. 

This week, I received a 2.7 test on any milk, at $1.32 
per cwt., and 20c cwt. hundred off for hauling. This in 
spite of the fact that my cows by the company’s own in- 
dividual test for one day, tested 6.2, 4.4 and 3.2. The 
4.4 was for the milk from a pure bred Holstein, Huron 
East Court Lady, No. 1815976, descended on the bull’s 
side from Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3rd. 

In spite of the fact that the cows have been fed the

best of Alfalfa hay and good grain, the test has decreased 
—that is, or the company’s test. 


From the standpoint of a publicity man—and that is 
my business—it seems to me that much might be accom- 
plished if the matter were approached editorially, and 
brought forcibly before the dairymen. Before I started 
actually farming myself, I thought the farmers were 
merely kicking over nothing. But, when I got into it 
from a practical standpoint, I became convinced that all 
of their kicking is not over nothing—that they have a 
legitimate reason for objecting, and that objections over 
low tests are not mere fancy, but based on fact. 


How about a little propaganda for federal regulation 
of dairies engaged in interstate commerce—legislation to 
provide for federal inspection of test and the appoint- 
ment of inspectors to whom the producer may appeal in 


case his test is below what he knows it actually should 
ke? 


I have only a few dairy cows, but I hestitate to go 
farther unless I can see a clear future ahead, with some 
constructive action to clear the road of unfair practices. 
Daily I receive ads and direct mail about dairy feeds. But 
I do not feel free to invest in costly feeds when I know 
that my test will be arbitrarily lowered by a powerful 
creamery company. 

How about some action?

URGES RETURN TO 7-DAY TEST 
Editor Hol.tein-Friesian World: 


I submit the following in reply to Mr. 
inquiry (What shall we use for money?) 
27, ’37 issue of the World. 


The above got me asking why we should have to 
ask this question. 


Just a few years ago our Association had thousands 
of dollars yearly to put to work for themselves. 

My answer is return to the 7- and 30-day test. The 
test that in my humble opinion made the Holstein cow, 
and also made expert dairymen out of ordinary farmers. 

We might like the 7 and 30 test with a tight rope 
4 feet wide that we all could walk, and the present 
yearly test with a tight rope so narrow that only the 
rich, and the State and county institutions can walk, 
with their unlimited means. 

I am sure that we will all agree that the yearly test 
is the best. But we might also say that some automobile 
that sells for $5,000 is the best. What good is such a 
car to us average farmers. There are good cars that sell 
for under $1,000 that are within the reach of us. 

If it wasn’t for this type of car we wouldn’t be inter- 
ested in any car. 

I believe taking the 7 and 30 tests from us have also 
taken our interest in any testing, as the only tests al- 
lowed us is beyond our reach. Those of us that have 
ever tested a cow for a year know that there is very 
little time for anything else, and at certain times of 
year we just have to get our minds as well as our 
bodies into our farm work. 

Under the above circumstances how can we compete 
with the rich and State and County Institutions, who 
have men to devote all of their time to the test cows? 

A few years ago within 35 miles of Appleton, we had 
at least 40 dirt farmers that were testing one or more 
animals each winter when they had time to put their all 
into their work. 

The result was there were some large 7- and 30- 
day records made. But best of all it kept the whole 
family interested in good stock and had them all figuring 
how to feed and raise better stock. They learned that it 
paid to breed good stock and give them good feed and 
care. 

The children would pick out an animal and give them 
the best of feed and care and impatiently wait for the 
time to come when they could put them on a 7- or 30-day 
test. Thus keeping their minds on, and growing up with 
the Holstein cow. 

What has become of these 40 farmers mentioned 
above? Yes, most of them are here yet. However, I 
don’t know of one who is doing any A. R. O. work. Very

few are getting any stock recorded. Many of their herds 
are sprinkled with cows of every color. 

In many cases the young folks have lost all interest 
in cows, just feed and milk them because they have to, 
their main thoughts are movies or dances. 

In my opinion we can use money for money if our 
Association will return the 7 and 30 tests, “‘The farmers 
tests’’. 

Put the test back and watch the applications for 
registry and transfer and tests come in. 

Watch the cow wag her tail instead of the tail trying 
to wag the cow. During the 10-year period from 1910 
to 1920 (the period when the 7 and 30 tests had the 
spotlight) our registering of stock increased over 300% 
and reached the startling total of 29,400 males and 
62,500 females in ten and one-half months from Febru- 
ary 20, to December 31, ’20. Had this rate continued 
as it had every right to do, we would of had a registry 
list showing 88,200 males and 185,500 females in 1930. 

But what have we? From August 10, ’35, to Novem- 
ber 21, ’36, a period of about 15 months, 20,600 males 
and 76,200 females. 

Thus the registry and transfer fees, the life blood 
of a recording association, have fallen off 425% of 
what it should of been. Worst of all, the largest per- 
cent of loss has been from the small breeder, and the 
only way the Association has recorded as many as it has 
in the past few years is due to the fact that the larger 
herds have got larger and more and more of the small 
fellows have quite recording animals. 

My memory goes back to De Kol 2d, Netherland 
Hengerveld, and later such great cows as Fay Henger- 
veld De Kol, Segis Inka, Johanna Veeman De Kol, A & G 
Inka McKinley and others, most of these cows and others 
of their time brought the attention of the world to the 
Holstein cow mostly through their 7- and 30-day records. 


Later the Hon. W. J. Gillett, a dirt farmer (and for- 
mer president of our Association) from our neighboring 
village of Rosendale, decided to run the cow, Colantha 
4th Johanna, on’a 7-day test, and she hroke the world’s 
record, so he ran her for 30 days another world’s rec- 
ord, thus encouraged he decided to run her for a year, 
and again another world’s record. In hundreds of cases 
cows were put on short tests and after doing so well 
their owners run them for a year although it meant real 
hardship for them. Thus often building up a great inter- 
est in the whole neighborhood and help make more good 
dairymen out of just farmers. 

I believe that 90% of cows that will make a good 
short record will make a good yearly record if given the 
same attention for the year as they had during the 
shorter period. 

Our register Association is the greatest of its kind 
in the world. 


But where are we going? We can’t stand still, we 


_ must go forward or backward. 


In Volume 18 of our herd book, which takes us 


| back to around 1905, there are 1119 bulls and 3131 fe- 


males recorded. 
Sixteen years later in Volume 47, which only takes 


in 6 months, we had 13,799 males and 33,699 females 


which show a gain of over 1100% on an average. 

Now let’s follow along for another 16 years, to Vol- 
ume 78, which runs from April 1, ’36, to Nov. 21, ’36, a 
period of about 8 months. 

Males recorded 9,599, females 35,299. Thus after 
making a gain of an average of 1100% in the 16 years 
from 1905 to 1921 we lose about 25% in males and 
just about hold our own in females during the last 
16 years. 


Don’t et me wrong, I am not against either the rich 
breeder or the State or County Institutions, all of whom 
have done untold good for the Holstein cow. However, 
this class is only 5% of our membership. Just give us 
other 95% a chance with the short tests and our Associ- 
ation won’t have to ask ‘‘What will we use for money”’. 

Mr. Norton states that there are 500 herds under 
herd improvement work and that 80% of the costs are 
borne by the National Association. This means that the 
other members of our Association must pay 80% of the 
expense for the 500 herds, and that this has got us to 
the point where we wonder where to get the money.

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A Message—And A Tribute 


Within a week from the time this 
issue is in the hands of its readers, 
Glen M. Householder will have left 
his present position as Farm Super- 
visor for Wisconsin Board of Control 
to become Director of Extension 
Service of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. We are 
pleased to reprint below his fare- 
well message to the Wisconsin breed- 
ers, appearing in the December issue 
of Wisconsin Holstein News, pub- 
lished by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of Wisconsin. 

The time has come for saying 
Goodbye and Good Luck to an or- 
ganization with which I have been 
intimately associated for the past 
fourteen years. This parting of the 
ways is not an easy one, for no more 
loyal organization ever worked under 
one leadership than the Farm De- 
partments of the Wisconsin state in- 
stitutions in their cooperation with 
the State Board of Control of Wis- 
consin and its Farm _ Supervisor. 
During these years we have labored 
as a unit and _ individually’ to 
boost Wisconsin’s greatest industry— 
Dairying. 

It has been our duty and pleasure 
to work with good herds of pure 
bred registered Holstein cattle, the 
foundation for which was originally 
recruited from the outstanding 
privately owned herds of this state. 
Our present Holstein herds represent 
a true cross section of Wisconsin’s 
Holstein breeding. We have found 
this old Black and White cow the 
most reliable converter of all of the 
crops grown on the Wisconsin state 
farms into a product the equal of 
which no institutional management 
has been able to purchase. 


We are happy to say that the Wis- 
consin state institution boosts of a 
higher per capita dairy intake than 
the institutions of any other state in 
this union. This high daily intake is 
reflected in the morale of our 
institutional population and in the 
greater number who are salvaged 
and returned to their families to live 
out long useful lives in their own 
communities. 

The Farm Supervisor leaves the 
institutional service with no other 
idea than that of enlarging his field 
of endeavor in behalf of nature’s 
greatest natural food factory—the 
pure bred registered Holstein cow. 
In this larger field he needs only 
such cooperation as he has received 
from the Holstein breeders of Wis- 
consin and the Wisconsin institu- 
tional management in order to keep 
the old Black and White cow at the 
head of the dairy procession.

Below is a tribute to Glen House- 
holder, appearing in a recent issue 
of The Rebuilder, a bulletin pub- 
lished by Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol: 

Householder Resigns 

Glen Householder. the farm super- 
visor, has resigned to accept a posi- 
tion in a broader field as director 
of the extension activities of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. In the nearly fourteen 
years of his service under the Board 
of Control he has revolutionized the 


farm and dairy programs of the 
state institutions and has given a 
leadership which will endure so long 
as the state shall maintain these ac- 
tivities. 


Prior to the advent of Glen House- 
holder’s supervision and his program 
to coordinate the farm activities, 
most of the state institutions had no 
definite program. There had been 
sporadic efforts through the estab- 
lishment of registered herds to im- 
prove the milk supply but for the 
most part through the lack of appre- 
ciation of the merits of such efforts, 
frequent changes in farm manage- 
ment, a general feeling of distrust 
of institutions, antagonism to the

College of Agriculture and the Agri- 
cultural Department, these efforts 
were isolated and ingrowing. In- 
stead of making a long time program 
concerned with the wellbeing of the 
patients and inmates, the aim seemed 
to be to secure as large a cash crop 
as possible. This led to soil deple- 
tion, to neglect of stock and to con- 
ditions which had merited the con- 
demnation of legislative visiting com- 
mittees. 


With the Board change of 1924 
one of the first changes determined 
upon was a change in farm opera- 
tions through a central supervision 
of such activities and the coordina- 
tion of these institutional programs. 
In its effort to do this the Board 
asked assistance of the College of 
Agriculture and the Agricultural 
Department. Through these agencies 
it mapped its program and secured 
the services of Mr. Glen Householder. 
The achievements which resulted 
attest to the wisdom of the selection. 

On June 30, 1923, there were 653 
cows milked on state farms with a 
production of 4,290,330 pounds or 
an average of 6,570 pounds per 
cow. Three years later, 1926, there 
were 744 cows milked with a produc- 
tion of 5,618,644 pounds or an aver- 
age of 7,551 pounds per cow, an in- 
crease of nearly a thousand pounds 
per cow. During the year ending 
June 30, 1936, there were 927 cows 
milked on state farms with a produc- 
tion of 8,741,853 pounds or an aver- 
age of 9,430 pounds of milk per cow. 
The 1936 production showing an in- 
crease of 2,860 pounds of milk per 


cow more than was produced by cows 
on these same farms in 1923. The 
only appropriation of taxpayer’s 
money for the increase of the 253 
pure bred cows was $5,500, the re- 
mainder secured through farm 
revenue and the natural increase. 


Statistics of institutional farm pro- 
duce consumed by the institutional 
population for the year 1923-24 are 
not available, but in the year 1924- 
25, there were 44,563 pounds of beef, 
22,473 dozen eggs, 180,297 pounds 
of pork turned in in comparison with 
110,135 pounds of beef, 35,246 dozen 
eggs and 264,030 pounds of pork 
turned in during 1935-36, a poor 
crop year. There has been a tre- 
mendous increase in fresh garden 
vegetables and fruits and in the can- 
ning of surpluses. The _ per capita 
intake of dairy products (milk and 
cheese) in the institutions is 154.9 
gallons annually compared to the 
average per capita of the residents 
of the country, which is only 88.4 
gallons. The number of pure bred 
cows in 1924 was 151, which was in- 
creased in ten years’ time to 730 
of milking age. One world produc- 
tion record was broken at Waukesha, 
eleven Wisconsin state records have 
been broken and 37 cows have been 


placed on the national Holstein 
‘Honor List.’’ In addition Wiscon- 
sin’s dairy industry has been ad- 


vertised from coast to coast by a 
travelling show herd, organized in 
the state institutions which paid 
every cent of the expense of exhibit- 
ing by premiums won. These show 
herds have developed an All-Ameri- 
can show animal for Wisconsin in 
each of the major classifications from 
aged bull through the line of classi- 
fication to aged cows. 


Although these increases attest to 
Mr. Householder’s ability as a farm 
manager, such increases are not his 
greatest contribution to the welfare 
of state institutions. These farms 
have not been run as commercial 
enterprises, but to aid in the rebuild- 
ing of men and women, in furnishing 
wholesome food to the institutions 
and in demonstrating correct farm 
practices to the community. Mr. 
Householder’s greatest contribution 
is the spirit of enthusiasm and 
interest that he has imbued in pa- 
tients, inmates and the farm per- 
sonnel, who have become wrapped up 
in the farm program. 


When asked what he had enjoyed 
most during his time with the Board, 
a period which saw world champion 
cows developed on institution farms, 
bumper crops, world-production rec- 
ords and the like, Glen said, ‘‘The 
men, women and boys we have been 
able to send back to their homes, 
well trained in farm practices and 
who are now making good in a quiet 
way on Wisconsin farms.

The annual Pennsylvania Farm 
Show will be held at Harrisburg, 
Pa., the week of January 17, the 
Holsteins being judged on Tuesday, 
January 18, by M. G. Seath, Basking 
Ridge, N. J. Entries, according to 
State Secretary Jesse Kurtz, will 
total 138 head, including 4-H club 
calves, which will make it one of the 
largest ever held there.

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into senior and junior sections, each 
group to contain three animals. A 
dairy herd, consisting of three cows 
that have freshened at least once, all 
bred and owned by exhibitor, has 


been added. There will also be a 
separate class for four-year-old 
heifers. In previous years these 


have shown with the aged cows. 
Entry at the show is limited to Penn- 
sylvania owners as in the past, and 
rigid health rules are enforced. 

The Pennsylvania Federation of 
Holstein-Friesian Clubs will hold its 
annual meeting on January 19 at the 
5th Street Methodist Church. The 
program will consist of reports of 
officers and the general business and 
election of officers incident to these 
annual affairs. A large attendance 
of interested breeders is invited.

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Michigan Black and White Shows

A fine series of Black and White 
Shows was sponsored this summer by 
the Michigan Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, with the cooperation of 
the National Association, the various 
local clubs and County Agents and 
Michigan State College. Seven shows

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National Dairy Council Meets 


Preceded by a dinner, the nine- 
teenth Annual Meeting of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council was held at the 
Palmer House in Chicago on Wednes- 
day, December 1. It was a large and 
enthusiastic gathering of dairy in- 
dustry leaders from all parts of the 
United States who were in attend- 
ance. Following the dinner Milton 
Hult, President of the National Dairy 
Council, introduced J. P. Case, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Pure Milk Asso- 
ciation and Vice-President of the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Dairy Council, who presided over the 
meeting in the absence of F. J. 
Bridges of the Hydrox Corporation 
and Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Dairy Council, 
who was unable to be present. 


The program consisted of brief 
reports by the staff members of the 
National Dairy Council and an ad- 
dress by the President. Miss Aubyn 
Chinn, Director of Educational Pro- 


motion, told of the organization of 
four new Council units during the 
past year in Milwaukee, Wisconsin 


Kansas City, Missouri, Des Moines, 
Iowa, and Stark County, Ohio, which 


includes Canton, Massillon and 
Alliance. This makes thirty local 
Councils. In this area organized for 


concentrated work 
thirty million is reached. Miss 
Chinn told of the development of 
new Dairy Council material and of 
the broadening and enlargement of 
the services of the National Dairy 
Council to increase the consumption 
of cheese, ice cream and butter as 
well as fluid milk. 


Mrs. Ethel Austin Martin, Director 
of Nutrition Service described the 
many different ways in which the 
nutrition service functions. One of 
the new services this year is a pub- 
lication ‘Nutrition News’ which 
supplements the well-established 
“Dairy Council Digest’? and is being 
widely distributed to leader groups 
throughout the United States. Other 


a population of 


services include the nutrition and 
recipe releases used by over four 
hundred metropolitan and _ three 


thousand daily and weekly news- 
papers. “Infant Feeding Schedules” 
was presented as a type of nutrition 
material developed this year. It is 
prepared for use by physicians and 
carries the seal of the American 
Medical Association. 

Charles E. Sommer, Director of 
the Exhibit Department, gave a com- 
prehensive idea of the many types 
of exhibits that have been developed. 
He told of the various ways in which 
these exhibits are used and the many 
meetings in which they are placed. 
He gave as an example of the use 
of one exhibit, that it had been 
shown for a period of a week at a 
time at fifty-two different shows 
and had traveled 42,000 miles. Even 
with this record, due to continuous 
eare, the exhibit is still in constant 
use. 

Mr. Hult took as his subject ‘‘Yes- 
terday and Tomorrow.” He stated 
that he had accepted the Presidency 
of the National Dairy Council be- 
cause he believed in the need for the 
work which the Council is doing and 
in the objectives of the organization. 


“After a year as President I am 
firmly convinced that the industry 
will need the National Dairy Council 
in the future even more than it has 
in the past.’”’ Mr. Hult reviewed the 
progress that has been made during 
the past year. He stated that the 
supporting members of the Nationa) 
Dairy Council had increased twelve- 
fold and that progress had been made 
in keeping the industry informed 
with regard to the work of the 
Dairy Council through the “Dairy 
Councilor.’’ He emphasized the im- 
portance of the wider use of research 
information and the need for re- 
search on dairy products, stimulated 
and supported by the industry. 

In conclusion Mr. Hult. said: 
‘‘More than ever before, it is neces- 
sary that we unite our efforts to pre- 
serve our present sales volume and 
exert ourselves in attempting to in- 
crease it. Equally as important, is 
the imperative need of all interests 
within the vast dairy industry work- 
ing together to advance the com- 
mon welfare of the whole industry 
during this period of general read- 
justment.”’ 


Sam H. Greene, Executive Secre- 
tary of the California Dairy Council, 
who traveled the farthest to attend 
the meeting spoke briefly on the 
growth of the Dairy Council idea.

REGARDING HOLSTEIN MILK 
PROBLEMS 
By Allen N. Crissey 

Through the courtesy of Harold 
Kelsey, Secretary of the Connecticut 
Holstein Breeders’ Associtaion, we 
have just received copy of the new 
“Rules and Regulations Relating to 
the Foods and Drug Law of Connect- 
icut’”? published in 1937. 

Regulation 32, page 35, gives @ 
new interpretation of milk and de- 
finitely legalizes standardization in 
Connecticut for the purpose of in- 
creasing the fat test. It reads as fol- 
lows: Quote 

“Milk is the whole, fresh, clean, 
lacteal secreation obtained by the 
complete milking of one or more 
healthy cows, properly fed and kept, 
excluding that obtained within fifteen 
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days before and five days after calv- 
ing, or such longer period as may be 
necessary to render the milk prac- 
tically colostrum free - - provided 
that this definition will not be con- 
strued to prohibit the adjustment of 
the ration of fat to solids-not-fat for 
the purpose of standardizing milk to 
a higher fat content.’’ 

Mr. Kelsey is Deputy Food and 
Drug ‘Commissioner, is an active Hol- 
stein breeder, and has rendered ex- 
cellent service for the dairy industry 
generally. He was responsible for 
these regulations with, of course, the 
Commissioner, and officials of the 
Milk Regulation Board. 

Massachusetts Legislation 

Announcement has just been made 
by the Joint Legislative Recess Com- 
mission of recommended dairy legis- 
lation to be enacted this Winter. 
Messrs. John J. Bridgeman, President 
of the Massachusetts Holstein Asso- 
ciation and A. N. Crissey attended 
several hearings of this Commission 
and asked for changes in the Total 
Solids requirement which at present 
is 12% for Family Milk and 12.2% 
for ‘“‘A’’ Milk. 

The Commission has recommended 
amending the Dairy Laws so as to 
apply these Total Solids requirements 
to milk sold at retail only. The milk 
sold by farmer to distributor would 
thus be exempted from the Total 
Solids requirements. This measure 
should be a great help and is a step 
in the right direction. 

-Ultimately, however, provision 
should be made for the possible sale 
of milk at retail regardless of its test 
so long as it is properly labelled and 
pure and clean. It is legal by ruling 
to standardize in Massachusetts to in- 
crease fat and total solids and legal 
by statute in New Hampshire, the 
only requirement in the latter State 
being that a permit be obtained. 

New Plan for Milk Problem 

The New England Association has 
developed a new plan ‘to solve our 
Holstein Milk problem; one which 
bids fair to be a real success in that 
it involves the cooperation of the 
Health Officer, distributor and 
farmer and practically guarantees 
the farmer a market. It provides 
cleaner milk also. It is being given 
a trial by one of the large distrib- 
utors and if successful, more will be 
heard of it later. 


MANUFACTURED DAIRY 
PRODUCTS INCREASING 


Dairy products lead all other 
sources of farm income in the U. S 
but not all farmers realize what 
growth has taken place in the dairy 
industry in the past ten years. The 
report of the U. S. D. A. Bureau of 
Economics, on dairy products manu- 
factured in factories last year shows 
some very interesting figures. 

In the past ten years the manufac- 
ture of creamery butter has in 
creased only a little over 12 per cent 
and ice cream manufacture about 15 
per cent. During this same period 
production of American (whole 
milk) cheese increased 45 per cent 
and the manufacture of condensed 
and evaporated milk of all kinds 
grew 51 per cent. 


Perhaps the most interesting ex- 
Pansion, however, has occurred in 
the manufacture of dairy products 
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utilizing large quantities of skim 
milk and buttermilk, thus helping 
to materially increase the cash re- 


turns to the farmer. These by- 
products of the creamery used to be 
waste except where turned back to 
the farmer for feeding stock. 

In 1926 there was a total produc- 
tion of less than 17 million pounds 
of dried casein made from skim milk 
or buttermilk. In 1936 this busines 
had grown over 172 per cent to 
46,140,000 pounds. Unlike almost 
all other dairy products, casein steps 
out of the field of foods or feed ‘and 
is used in making paper, glue and 
buttons, for example. 


Greatest development of all has 
occurred in the production of dry 
skim milk—281 per cent growth 
from 91,718,000 pounds made in 
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1926 to nearly 350,000,000 pounds 
in 1936 and now one of the five 
leading dairy products manufac- 
tured. It represents well over four 
billion pounds of the farmers milk 
turned into profitable channels. 
More than one-third of the dry skim 
milk now made goes into poultry and 
animal feed—about 126 million 
pounds of it in 1936. Ten years ago 
scarcely any was used for that pur- 
pose. 

Total dry buttermilk production 
has increased in ten years from 31 
million to 50 million pounds and a 
new product, dry whey, is being 
made by a few manufacturers, but 
the amount is not yet included in 
government figures.—American Dry 
Milk Institute.

The Farm and Home Week pro- 
gram at the New York State College 
of Agriculture this year. should 
inetrest all breeders of Holstein cat- 
tle. There are many feature events 
arranged especially for dairymen. 
The Animal Husbandry Department 
has gone to” great lengths in pro- 
viding a dairymen’s program which 
every Holstein breeder should take 
in. The dates of Farm and Home 
Week at Ithaca, New York, this year 
are February 14 to 19. 

Dairy cattle breeding will be fea- 
tured on Monday. Professors S. J. 
Brownell and L. W. Lamb will out- 
line the college extension breeding 
program and will thoroughly discuss 
the herd analysis work which is now 
in progress. Already many Holstein 
breeders in New York State are co- 
operating with the college in this 
breeding analysis work which is 
proving so valuable in locating out- 
standing families of high milk and 
butterfat transmitting ability. Every 
breeder should be intensely  in- 
terested in this breeding analysis 
work which will be discussed. The 
live stock judging contests for high 
school and State Agricultural School 
students will also be on Monday. 

Tuesday, will be devoted toa 
thorough discussion of the’ grass 
silage subject which is being con- 
siderably talked about by dairy- 
men. Professors Morrison, Savage, 
Worthen and Wilson will be on this 
program. H. E. Babcock, who has 
probably had more experience than 
most New York farmers in putting 
up and feeding grass and legume 
silage, will give the audience the 
benefit of his observations concern- 
ing this feed crop. Tuesday evening, 
the Farm and Home Week Dairy- 
men’s Banquet will be held. 

On Wednesday, Comissioner H. V. 
Noyes will discuss ‘‘Diversification in 
New York Agriculture.’’ The feed- 
ing of calves and heifers will be 
handled by Professor E. S. Savage.

SOURCE OF VITAMIN A

Council, for, according to Dr. H. C. 


Sherman, noted scientist of Colum- 
bia University, ‘“‘Dairy products, 
taken together, constitute the most 


important source of vitamin A in the 
American food supply.”’ Vitamin A 
occurs in the fat of milk; hence all 
butterfat, and particularly butter, 
because of its concentration, is a rich 
and important source of vitamin A. 
Vitamin A Requirement in Terms of 
Butter 

Butter yields approximately 1,400 
Sherman units of vitamin A _ per 
ounce. Nutritionists have suggested 
that 3,000 units of vitamin A taken 
daily is a minimum requirement for 
adults, but a larger number is much 
to be desired. It is evident there- 
fore that four tablespoons of butter 
alone, a quantity easily eaten in one 
day’s meals, supplies practically all 
this amount.
